DEATH  REPORTED  jan.’70 

. We  are  very  sorry  .to  report  that 
Carl  L.  Roethke--one  of  our  origi- 
nal organizers  and  a strong  con- 
tributor of  editorial  material  as 
well  as  other  support  to  the  PMCMj-^® 
passed  away  on  November  7th.  He- 
will  be  missed'  by  a great  many 
of  us. 
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™or  a period  of  about  forty  years  there  was  hardly  fny  subjeo-t 
that  entered  more  into  public  discussion  than  that  oj.  a Jnited  o.atc.. 
Bank.  It  affected  political  parties;  it  aroused  sectional  feeling, 
a i +n  oh?rees  of  a lack  of  personal  integrity.  It  filled 
large  space  in  the  newspapers  and  periodical  press  of  the  day,  and 
occupied  much  time  In  Congress.  In  Clark  and  Hall's  compilation  of 
debates  and  official  reports  relating  to  the  bank,  one  hundred  c os 
printed  pages  are  taken  up  with  debates  on  the  granting  of  the  i 
charter  in  1791,  and  355  on  the  proposition  to  renew  the  charter  m 
1808-9.  The  remainder  of  the  book  of  830  pages,  is  occupied  with 
other  Phases  of  the  matter.  This  Is  only  °ne  of  the  *°°*B  **£*  £%„  -

Alexander  Hamilton  had,  with  Robert  Morris  interested  himself 
greatly  in  the  organization  of  the  Bank  of  North  America,  and  u 
auently  with  the  Bank  of  New  York.  But  neither  of  these  came  up  to 
the  lofty  Weal  of  a bank  that  should  be  at  once  an  ally  and  support 
of  the  Government.  He  acknowledged  the  services  that  the  Bank  of 
North  toertca  had  rendered  toward  the  close  of  Revolutionary  War, 
but  that  institution  had  now  localized  itself , bl 

the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  doing  a quiet,  s axe  and  profita 
commercial  business.  A National  Bank,  with  large  capital  would,  he 
thought,  be  of  great  aid  in  the  conduct  of  the  Government  finances, 
which  were  in  a disordered  condition  on  account  of  Re  war.  He  was 
appointed  first  Secretary -of  the  Treasury,  March  4,  of 

the  next  eighteen  months  he  often  expressed  views  orally  m_ favor  of 
such  an  institution.  In  December,  1790,  he  brought  ReR  views  to- 
gether in  the  form  of  an  elaborate  report,  in  whic  e p ..

as  well  in  some  of  the  most  critical  conjunctures  o_  the  late  war, 
since  the  peace,  has  received  assistance  from  those  established  among 
us  with  wh^  it  could  not  have  dispensed."  The  report  then  went  on 
to  speak  of  the  principal  advantages  of  a bank,  the  first  being. 
augmentation  of  the  active  or  productive  capital  of  a country, 
this  he  said : 

,fGold  and  silver,  when  they  are  employed  merely  as  the  -instruments 
of  exchange  and  alienation,  have  been,  not  improperly,  enomina  e 
dead  stock;  but  when  deposited  in  banks,  to  become  the  basis  of  a 
paper  circulation,  which  takes  their  character  and  place,  as  the  signs, 
of  representatives  of  value,  they  then  acquire  life,  or  m other  words, 
an  active  and  productive  quality.  This  idea,  which  appears  rather 
subtle  and  abstract,  in  a general  form,  may  be  made  obvious  and  pal- 
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pable , by  entering  into  a few  particulars.  - It  is  evident,  for  instance, 
that  the  money  which  a merchant  keeps  in  his  chest,  waiting  for  a 
favorable  opportunity  to  employ  it,  produces  nothing  till  that  opportu-^ 
nity-  arrives.  But  if,  instead  of"  locking  it  up  in  this  manner,  he  41 
either  deposits  it  in  a bank,  or  invests  it  in  the  stock  of  a bank,  it 
yields  a profit  during  the  interval,  in  which  he  partakes,  or  not, 
according  to  the  choice  he  may  have  made,  of  being  a depositor  or  a 
proprietor,  and  when  the  advantageous  speculation  offers,  in  order  to 
be  able  to  embrace  it,  he  has  only  to  withdraw  his  money,  if  a depositor, 
or,  if  a proprietor,  to  obtain  a loan  from  the  bank,  or  to  dispose  of 
his  stock,  an  alternative  seldom  or  never  attended  with  difficulty  when 
the  affairs  of  the  institution  are  in  a prosperous  train.  His  money, 
thus  deposited,  or  invested,  is  a fund  upon  which  himself  ^,nd  others 
can  borrow  to  a much  larger  amount.  It  is  a well-established  fact, 
that  banks  in  good  credit  can  circulate  a far  greater  sum  than  the 
actual  quantum  of  their  capital  in  gold  and  silver.  The  extent  of  the 
possible  excess  seems  indeterminate;  though  it  has  been  c on jectu rally 
stated  at  proportions  of  two  or. three  to  one." 

Mr*  Hamilton  elaborated  this  theory  at  considerable  length.  It 
was  not  in  accord  with  the  theories  of  Adam  Smith,  whose  writings 
appeared  about  that  time,  and  has  been  seriously  combatted  by  political 
economists  ever  Since,  but  as  set  forth  by  the  skill  of  Hamilton  it 
had  great  weight. at  the  time.  The  two  other  principal  advantages  of 
the  proposed  bank  Mr.  Hamilton  stated  as  follows : 

"Secondly.’  Greater  facility  to  the  Government  in  obtaining 
pecuniary  aids,  especially  in  sudden  emergencies.  This  is  another, 
and  an  undisputed  advantage  of  public  banks-~one  which,  as  already 
remarked,  has  been  realized  in  signal  instances  among  ourselves.  The  0 
reason  is  obvious;  the  capitals  of  a greater  number  of  individuals 
are,  by  their- operation,  collected  to  a point  and  placed  under  one 
direction.  -The  mass  formed  by  this  union  is,  in  a certain  sense,  mag- 
nified by  the  credit  attached  to  it;  and  while  this  mass  is  always 

ready,  and  can  at  once  be  put  in  motion,  in  aid  of  the  Government,  the 

interest  of  the -bank  to  afford  that  aid,  independent  of  regard  to  the 
public  safety  and  welfare,  is  a sure  pledge  for  its  disposition  to  go 

as  far  in  its  compliances  as  can  in  prudence  be  desired.  There  is  in 

the  nature  of -things  an  intimate  connection  of  interest  between  the 
Government  and' the  bank  of  a nation." 

"Thirdly,  the  facilitating  of  the  payment , of  taxes.  This  advant- 
age is  produced  in  two  ways.  Those  who  are  in  a situation  to  have 
access  .to  the  bank  can  have  the  assistance  of  loans,  to  answer,  with 
punctuality,  the  public  alls  upon  them.  This  accommodation  has  been 
sensibly  felt  in  the  payment  of  the  duties  heretofore  laid  by  those 
who  reside  where  establishments  of  this  nature  exist.  This,  however, 
though  an  extensive,  is  not  an  universal  benefit.  The  other  way  in 
which  the  effect  here  contemplated  is  produced,  and  in  which  the ^bene- 
fit is  general,  is  in  the  increasing  of  the  quantity  of  circulating 
medium,  and  the  quickening  of  circulation." 

The  manner  in  which  these  results  were  brought  about  were  illus- 
trated by  Mr.  Hamilton,  who  also  stated  that  the  following  were ^ t he 
most  serious  of  the  charges  laid  against  the  proposed  system:  That 

they  serve  to  increase  usury;  that  they  tend  to  prevent  other  kinds 
of  trading;  that  they  furnish  temptations  to  overtrading;  that  they 
afford  aid  to  ignorant  adventurers,  who  disturb  the  natural  and  bene- 
ficial course  of  trade;  that  they  give  to  bankrupt  and  fraudulent 
traders  a fictitious  credit,  which  enables  them  to  maintain  false 
appearances,  and  to  extend  thei^  impositions;  and  that  they  have  a 
tendency  to  banish  gold  and  silver  from  the  country.  He  answered 
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these,  seriatim,  and  added  the  plan  of  a bank  very  similar  to  that  upon 
which  the  Bank  of  North  America  was  incorporated. 


This  able  and  comprehensive  report  covered  the  whole  subject  so 
fully  that  if  fairly  outlined  the  debate  which  commenced  in  the  Senate 
ten  days  later,  and  in  the  House,  February  1,  1791.  The  strongest 
opponent  of  the  bill  in  the  House  was  then  a young  member  from  Virginia. 
At  that  time  he  opposed  any  United  States  Bank  whatever,  on  Constitu- 
tional grounds,  but  he  subsequently  modified  his  viexvs  on  this  point, 
and  twenty-four  years  later  than  this  signed,  as  President,  the  Act 
which  created  the  Second  Bank  of  the  United  States.  On  the  present 
occasion  Mr.  Madison  opened  the  debate  against  the  charter,  went  over 
the  ground  that  Mr.  Hamilton  had  laid  out,  and  added  a new  ground  for 
discussion.  He  claimed  that  Congress  had  no  power  to  grant  a charter 
to  a bank,  since  such  power  was  not  expressly  provided  nor  was  implied 
in  any  other  power.  He  said  that  the  only  clauses  under  which  power 
could  be  pretended  was  either: 

1.  The  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes  to  pay  the  debts,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  common  defense  and  general  welfare,  or 

2.  The  power  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States, 
or, 

3.  The  powers  to  pass  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into 
execution  those  powers. 

He  argued  forcibly  that  the  power  to  incorporate  a bank  could  not 
come  under  any  of  these  powers.  As  evidence  that  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  did  not  consider  that  one  of  the  powers  granted  under  it, 
he  noted  the  fact  that  such  a proposition  was  made  in  the  convention, 
and  was  voted  down.  Referring  to  the  fact  that  an  Act  of  Incorporation 
had  been  adopted  by  the  former  Congress,  he  said  that  this  was  known 
to  have  been  the  child  of  necessity.  It  never  could  be  justified  by 
the  regular  powers  of  the  Articles  of  Confederation.  Congress  dis- 
played a consciousness  of  this,  in  recommending  to  the  States  to  in- 
corporate the  bank  also.  They  did  not  protect  the  bank  notes,  by 
penalties  against  counterfeiters.  These  were  reserved  wholly  to  the 
authority  of  the  State's. 

This  argument  on  a point  comparatively  new,  had  a perceptible 
effect  on  the  House  until  it  was  answered  by  Fisher  Ames,  of  Massachu- 
setts, one  of  the  leading  speakers  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Upon  this 

subject  he  said  in  part: 

"The  doctrine,  that  powers  may  be  implied  which  are  not  expressly 
vested  in  Congress,  has  long  been  a bugbear  to  many  worthy  persons. 

They  apprehend  that  Congress,  by  putting  constructions  upon  the ^Consti- 
tution will  govern  by  its  own  arbitrary  discretion;  and,  therefore, 
that  it  ought  to  be  bound  to  exercise  the  powers  expressly  given  and 
those  only. 

"If  Congress  may  not  make  laws  conformably  to  the  powers  implied, 
though  not  expressed  in  the  frame  of  Government,  it  is  rather  late  in 
the  day  to  a.dopt  it  as  a principle  of  conduct.  A great  part  of  our 
two  years’  labor  is  lost,  and  worse  than  lost  to  the  public;  for  we 
have  scarcely  made  a law  in  which  we  have  not  exercised  our  discretion 
in  regard  to  the  true  intent  of  the  Constitution.  Any  words  but  those 
used  in  that  instrument  will  be  liable  to  a different  interpretation. 

He  may  regulate  trade--therefore  we  have  taxed  ships,  erected  light- 
houses, made  laws  to  govern  seamen,  etc.,  because  we  say  these  are  the 
incidents  to  that  power.  The  most  familiar  and  undisputed  acts  of 
legislation  will  show  that  we  have  adopted  it  as  a safe  rule  of  action 
to  legislate  beyond  the  letter  of  the  Constitution."

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It  was  supposed  by  some  that  the  opposition  which  had  been  made 
to  the  chartering  of  the  Bank  would  retard  the  subscriptions  to  its 
stock.  But  its  charter  had  been  brought  so  closely  within  the  cl inits 
of  safe  banking,  and  the  need- and  prospective  profits  of  a bank  were 
so  great,  that  the  stock  was  oversubscribed  in  two  hours  from  the 
time  the  books  were  opened,  and  the  Bank  went  into]; operation  even 
before  the  Government  had  paid  its  subscription,  r.  . 
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The  Government's  subscription  to  the  stock,  and  the  Bank's  loan 
to  the  Government  were  effected  by  a series  of  bills  of  exchange  as 
follows:  The  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  drew  bills  of  exchange 

on  the  American  Commissioners  at  Amsterdam.  T’:ose  were  purchased-  I,? 
the  Bank,  and  warrants  issued  in  favor  of  the  Treasury  upon  the. Bank. 
Other  warrants  were  then  issued  upon  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  the. • Baric 
for  the  amount  of  the  Government's  subscription  to  the  stock,  which 
was  marked  paid.  The  Bank  then  loaned  $2, 000, 000  to  the  Government, 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  by  turning  over  the  eiins 
of  exchange  originally  drawn  by  the  Treasury  on ' Amsterdam. 

The  Bank  was  prudently  managed.  It  was  a great  benefit  to 
commercial  public,  because  it  conducted  its  affairs  mainly  along 
lines  of  legitimate  commercial  business.  It  was  a great  aid  to  the 
Government,  to  whom  it  loaned  immense  sums  in  various  emergencies, 
covering  a period  of  twenty  years.  It  also  established  branches  at 
Boston.  Now  York,  Baltimore,  Norfolk,  Charleston,  Savannah,  Washington 
and  New  Orleans,  the  two  latter  at  the  request  of  the  Government. 

It  was  very  profitable  also.  The  Government  stock  subscription, 
for  instance,  with  the  addition  of  the  interest  which  was  paid  by  the 
United  States  on  stock  issued  for  it,  amounted  to  53, 200,000,  while 
there  was  received  by  the  Treasury  from  dividends  and  from  the  sale  of 
its  Bank  stock  at  various  times,  33,773,580,  the  profit  realized  by. 
the  Government  being  5573,580,  or  nearly  28  per  cent,  upon  the  original 
investment.  The  charter  required  that  dividends  should  be  paid  oncc^ 

In  six  months,  a preemptory  order  with  which  many  banks  would  bo  glad 
to  comply  but  cannot.  The  United  States 'Bank,  however,  never  missed  a ^ 
dividend,  and  averaged,  throughout  its  whole  period,  eight  and  one-half 
per  cent,  the  stock  going  as  high  as  1 1 5 • Shares  in  the  Bank  Were  a. 
favorite  foreign  investment,  and  in  1.810,  of  the  25? 000  shares,  only 

7,000  were  held  by  citizens  of  the  United  States.

Under  Section  7 were  a large  number  of  rules,  restrictions  and 
limitations,  among  which  was  one  that  every  person  holding  one  share 
should  have  one  vote;  those  holding  from  two  to  fen  shares  one  vote 
for  every  two  shares;  and  so  on,  the  number  of  shares  increasing  under 
a graded  scale,  but  no  person  being  allowed  more  than  thirty  votes. 

It  was  provided  that  not  more . than  three-fourths  of  the  Directors 
should  be  re-elected  at  any  election,  nor  should  they  receive  any 
compensation  for  their  services,  though  the  President  might  be  re- 
elected, and  might  receive  such  compensation  for  his  extraordinary 
attendance  at  the  Bank  as  might  seem  reasonable  to  the  Directors. 

None  but  a resident  of  the  .United  States,  being  a stockholder,  could 
be  elected  Director,  and  it  required  seven  Directors  to  constitute  a 
meeting  of  the  Board.  . / 


The  sections  placing  limitations  upon  loans  are  interesting  and 
are  in  full,  as  follows : 


The  total  amount  of  the  debts,  which  the  said  corporation  shall 
at  any  time  owe,  whether  by  bon'd,  bill,  note,  or  any  other  contract, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  million  dollars-  over  and  above  the 
monies  actually  deposited  in  the  Bank  for  safe  keeping,  unless  the 
contracting  of  any  greater  debt  shall  have  been  previously  authorized 
by  an  Act  of  the  United  States.  In  case  of  excess,  the  Directors, 
under  whose  direction  it  shall  happen,  shall  be  liable  for  the  same 
in  their  natural  and  private  capacities;  and  an  action  of  debt  may, 
in  such  case,  be  brought  against  them  or  any  of  them,  their  or  any  of 
their  heirs,  executors  or  administrators,  in  any  court  of  record  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  them,  by  any  creditor  or  creditors 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  may  be  presented  to  prosecution  for 
judgment  and  execution;  any  condition,  covenant  or  agreement  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  But  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  exempt 
the  said  corporation  'or  the  lands,  tenements,  goods  or  cha.ttels  of 
the  same  from  being  also  liable  to  and  chargeable  with  the  said  excess. 
Such  of  the  said  Directors,  who  may  have  been  absent  when  the  said 
excess  was  contracted  or  created,  or  who  may  have  dissented  from  the 
resolution  or  act  whereby  the  same  was  so  contracted  or  created,  may 
respectively,  so  exonerate  themselves  from  being  so  liable,  by  forth- 
with giving  notice  of  the  fact,  and  of  their  absence  or  dissent,  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  stockholders,  at  a 
general  meeting,  which  they  shall  have  the  power  to  call  for  that  pur- 
pose. 


The  said  corporation  may  sell  any  part  of  the  public  debt  whereof 
its  stock  shall  be  composed,  but  it  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  pur- 
chase any  part  of  the  public  debt  whatsoever,  nor  shall,  directly  nor 
indirectly,  deal  or  trade  in  anything  except  bills  of  exchange,  gold 
or  silver  bullion,  or  in  the  sale  of  goods  really  and  truly  pledged 
for  money  lent,  and  not  redeemed  in  due  time;  or  of  goods  which  shall 
be  the  produce  of  its  lands.  Neither  shall  the  said  corporation  take 
more  than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  for  or  upon  its  loans 
and  discounts. 


No  loan  shall  be  made  by  the  said  corporation,  for  use  or  on 
account  of  the  Government  .of  the  United  States,  to  an  amount  exceeding 
3100,000,  or  of  any  particular  State  exceeding  350,000. 
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Mr.  Ames  proceeded  to  enforce  and  illustrate  this  idea  by  various 
considerations  and  examples.  He  said  that  the  ingenuity  of  man  was 
unable  to  provide,  especially'  beforehand,  for  all  the  contingencies 
that  would  happen.  The  Constitution  contains  the  principles  which  are 
to  govern  in  making  laws;  but  every  law  requires  the  application  of 
the  rule  to  the  case  in  question.  We  may  err  in  applying  it;  but  we 
are  to  exercise  our  judgments,  and,  on  every  occasion,  to  decide 
according  to  an  honest  conviction  of  its  true  meaning. 


It  was  the  debate  on  this  part  of  the  subject  that  gave  rise  to 
the  phrase,  "strict  constructionist,"  which  remained  a much-used 
political  phrase  till  Jackson's  time. 


The  debate  on  this  measure  continued  daily  from  February  1 to- 
February  8 inclusive,  when  the  bill  passed  by  a vote  of  39  to  20.  The 
negative  votes  were  all  from  the  Southern  States  except  one.  The 
affirmative  vote  was  33  Northerners  and  six  Southerners. 

It  was  eleven  days  between  the  time  the  A_ct  was  presented  to 
President  Washington  and  the  time  he  signed  it.  Meantime  he  obtained 
the  written  opinions  of  the  members  of  his  cabinet.  The  Attorney 
General,  Edmund  Randolph,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  Thomas  Jefferson, 
both  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  Act  was  unconstitutional,  while 
the 'Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Alexander  Hamilton,  favored  it.  The 
report  was  current  at  the  time  that  Washington  at  one  time  had  a veto 
message  written,  but  that  he  was  overpersuaded  by  the  dominant  will  of 
Hamilton,  and  signed  it  instead.  But  nothing  in  the  official  papers 
of  either  of  these  eminent  officials  gives  foundation  for  the  statement. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  provided  for  a capital  stock  of  ”>10,000, 
000,  divided  into  25?000  shares  of  )100  each,  of  which  no  person  or 
organization  except  the  United  States  Government,  could  take  more  than 
1,000  shares.  Individuals  and  corporations  were  to  pay  one-fourth  of 
their  subscriptions  in  gold  and  silver,  and  one-fourth  in  Government 
obligations.  The  subscription  books  were  to  be  kept  open  until  all  of 
such  stock  was  subscribed,  and  it  was  provided,  "That  all  those  who 
shall  become  subscribers  to  the  said  Bank,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created  and  made  a body  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States;  and  shall  so  continue  until  the  4th  of  March,  1811; 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  in  law, 
to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  and 
their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods, 
chattels,  and  effects  of  what  kind,  nature  or’  quality  whatsoever  to 
an  amount,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifteen  millions  of  dollars, 
including  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  aforesaid;  and  the  same  to 
sell,  grant,  demise,  alien  or  dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
courts  of  record  or  any  other-  place  whatsoever;  and  also  to  make, 
have,  and  use  a common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  or  renew  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution 
such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  seem  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary 
to  law,  or  to  the  Constitution  thereof,  and  generally  to  do  and  exe- 
cute all  and  singular  acts,  matters  and  things,  which  to  them  it  shall 
or  may  appertain  to  do. 

Subsequent  sections  provided  for  the  election  of  fifteen  directors, 
for  the  appointment  by  them,  of  clerks  and  other  officers;  limited  the 
amount  that  might  be  loaned  to  the  United  States,  or  to^any  State; 
provided  that  the  notes  of  the  Bank,  when  made  payable  in  gold  and 
silver,  should  be  made  receivable  in  all  payments  to  the  United  States; 
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United  States  deposits 
Due  to  other  banks 
Unpaid  debts  outstanding 

Totals 

These  were  doubtless  considered  large  figures  at  the  time,  but  the 
total  assets  are  less-  than  those  of  the  Detroit  National  Banks  of  today, 
and  less  than  half  those  of  the  State  Banks  in  Detroit. 

The  charter  limit  of  the  Bank  was  March  4,  1811.  As  early  as 
March  26,  1808,  its  stockholders  memorialized  Congress  for  a renewal 
of  its  charter.  ’ In  the  Senate  the  memorial  was  referred  to  Albert 
Gallatin,  who  on  the  3rd  of  March,  1809,  made  a report  recommending^ 
a renewal  of  the  charter,  but  with  certain  amendments.  On  the  10th’ 
of  January,  1811,  in  response  to  certain  inquiries  from  the  Senate,  he 
made  a second ' report , showing  the  condition  of  the  Bank,  and  making 
certain  recommendations  in  reference  to  it.  This . was  the  initial  step 
to  a debate  which  lasted  at  intervals  until  late  in  April,  when  the 
bill  for  renewing  the  charter  was  defeated  in  the  Senate  by  the  casting 
vote  of  the  Vice-President,  George  Clinton,  of  New  York.  In  explana- 
tion of  his  vote,  Mr.  Clinton  said: 

. ’ "Permit  me  to  observe,  that  the  question  to  be  decided  here  does 
not  depend  simply  upon  the  right  of  Congress  to  establish,  under  any 
modification,  a bank,  but  upon  their  power  to  establish  a National 
Bank,  as  contemplated  by  this  bill.  In  other  words,  can  they  create 
a body  politic  and  corporate,  not  constituting  a part  of. the  Government 
nor  otherwise  responsible  for  it,  but  by  f orf eiture • of  charter,  and 
bestow  on  its  members  privileges,  immunities  and  exemptions,  not 
recognized  by  the  laws  of  the  States  nor  enjoyed. by  the  citizens 
generally. 

? ?c  11  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  Congress  may  pass  all  necessary  and 
proper  laws  for  carrying  into  execution  the  powers  specifically  granted 
to  the  Government , or  to  any  department  or  office^  thereof;  but  in 
doing  so  the  means  must  be  suited  and  subordinate  to  the ^ end.  The 
power  to  create  corporations  is  not  expressly  granted;  it  is  a high 
attribute  of  sovereignty,  and  in  its  nature  not  accessorial  or  deriva- 
tive by  implication,  but  primary  and  independent. 

"I  cannot  believe  that  this  interpretation  of ■ the  Constitution 
will , in  any  degree,  defeat  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed;  on 
the  contrary  it  does  appear  to  me  that  the  opposite  exposition^ has  an 
inevitable  tendency  to  consolidation,  and  affords  just  and  serious 

cause  of  alarm. 

M in  the  course  of  a long  life,  I have  found  that  the  Government 
is  not  t o be  strengthened  by  an  assumption  of ^doubtful  powers,  but 
by  a wise  and  energetic  execution  of  those  which  are  incontestable . 

The  former  never  fails  to  produce  suspicion  and  distrust,  while  the 
latter  inspires  respect  and  confidence. 

nIf,  however,  after  a fair  experiment,  the  powers  vested  in the 
Government  shall  be  found  incompetent  to  the  attainment  o.  the  objec t 
for  which  it  was  instituted,  the  Constitution  happily  furnishes  the^ 
means  for  remedying  the  evil,'  by  amendment,  and  I have  no  doubt  that 
in  such  an  event,  or  ah  appeal  to  the  patriotism  and  good  sense  Oj 
the  community,  it  will  be  wisely  applied. 

"I  will  not  trespass  upon  the  patience  of  the  Senate  any  longer 
than  to  say,  from  the  best  examination  I have  been  able  to  give  the 
subject,  I am  constrained  by  a sense  of  duty,  to  decide  in  the  affirma- 
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tive;  -that  is,  that  the  first  section  of  the  bill  be  stricken  out." 


These  remarks  of  Vice-President  Clinton  gave  the  keynote  that  had 
been  struck  by  t-he  opposition  in  the  debate,  and  was  the  death  knell 
of  the  Bank.  . Thus  being  refused  by  Congress,  the  stockholders  applied 
to  Pennsylvania  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation.  Being  refused  there  also, 
they  decided  to  wind  up.  They  received  back'their  original  stock  in 
full,  with  eight  and  one-half  per  cent  surplus,  and  the  regular  divi- 
dends besides.  Surely  it  is  not  often  that  so  rich  ah  Institution  is 
compelled  to  go  charterless  into  dissolution.

' VICTORY  NOTES

I’ve  been  trying  to  gather  together  information  about  the  Victory 
notes.  The  following  is  a summary  received  from  Jimmie  S wails,  and 
others,  and  should  not  be  considered  final  or  official. • 

The  notes  were  first  (and  only)  issued  to  the  liberating  troops  of 
General  MacArthur,  on  the  beachhead  of  Leyte  Island,  October  20,  1944. 

• They  were  printed  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Printing  & Engraving  in  denomi- 
nations of  Pesos  1,2,5,10,20,50,100  and  500.  Notes  that  were  surplus 
of  not  used  were  turned  over  to  and  overprinted  on  the  reverse  ’’Central 
Bank  of  the  Philippines".  This  overprinting  was  done  away  from  the  U.S. 
bureau  of  printing.  Wilson  described  and  supplied  me  with  the  one  peso 
with  two  types  of  overprinting,  one  called  heavy  'and  the  other  light. 

The  color  of  the  overprinting  is  that  same  orange-yellowish  hue  as 
matching  somewhat  as  the  reverse  basic  color.  I don’t  know  if  there 
are  more  than  one  type  of  overprinting  on  other  denominations.  •■ 

Although  there  have  been  many  tales  claiming  that  MacArthur  used 
these  surplus  notes  to  re-establish  the  bank,  of  which  his  family  were 
stockholders,  I have  found  no  evidence  to  confirm  this.  It  is  presumed 
the  good  General  acted  without  permission  or  knowledge  by  Washington. 

This,  as  we  all  know,  was  typical  of  his  manner  of  operation. 

The  obligation  of  these  notes  states  that  they  are  redeemable  in 
silver  coins  of  -the  Philippines  or  United  States  coins,  etc.  I asked 
Miss  Eva  Adams  if  this  obligation  had  ever  been  terminated.  Her  reply 
was  a dandy.  In  a friendly  manner  she  stated  that  she  had  sent  my 
inquiry  on  to  the  Treasury  Department.  Never  heard  any  more.  I be- 
lieve it  would  take  an  act  of  Congress  to  oharige  the  status  of  this 
obligation.  The  value  of  the  peso  at  the  time  of  troop  payment  was 
fifty  cents.  - . 
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THE  510  FEDExtAL  RESERVE  NOTE  AND  ALEXANDExt  HAMILTON

Alexander  Hamilton,  whose  portrait  appears  on  the  >10  Federal 
Reserve  Note,  played,  a huge  part  in  the  formation  of  these  United 
States.  Hamilton  was  born  in  1757  on  a small  island  in  the  West 
Indies.  He  came  to  Columbia  University  in  New  York  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  for  schooling.  He  was  described  as  a generous,  chivalrous 
writer  and  speaker.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  was  commissioned  an 
officer  on  George  Washington's  staff. 

All  historians  give  a different  picture  of  the  political  and  social 
life  of  Hamilton--most  being  somewhat  critical.  All  agree,  however, 
that  he  had  a biding  obsession  to  establish  the  fiscal  integrity  of 
the  new  nation.  He  insisted  that  every  promise  to  pay,  whether  it  be 

by  note,  bond  or  paper  money  be  strictly  guaranteed,  both  at  home  and 
abroad . 

Serving  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  Washington,  he  under- 
took to'  make  part  payment  for  the  bonds  (Not  Worth  a Continental)  that 
were  issued  during  the  war.  Unknown  to  many,  England  had  flooded  this 
country  with  counterfeit  copies  of  these  bonds,  and  rather  than  cause 
hardship,  even  some  of  these  were  partly  paid  off.  Our  soldiers  had 
served  through  the  war  without  pay.  He  contrived  to  give  them  some 
compensation,  as  well  as  aid  to  the  widows,  orphans  and  disa.bled.  He 
had  the  National  government  assume  unpaid  debts  of  the  various  states. 
This  was  no  simple. task,  as  the  National  Treasury  was  about  empty,  and 
no  system  of  taxation  had  been  devised.  Revenue  from  tariffs  on  im- 
ports and  exports  had  brought  very  little. 

Patterned  after  the  Bank  of  England,  he  supported,  threatened  and 
successfully  started  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  If  he  had  lived, 
it  is  possible  that  this  institution  would  have  been  a financial  pillar, 
and . even  without  him,  it  accomplished  more  good  than  evil.  He  opened 
a. mint  at  Philadelphia,  using  his  much  copied  system  of  decimal  coinage. 
Without  any  native  supply  of  silver  or  other  metals,  the  coins  found 
ready  acceptance’  at  full  face  value.  The  workmanship  on  the  coins  was 
much  better  than  that  on  the  coins  from  many  of  the  other  countries. 

He  even  talked  of  having  a gold  reserve,  which  caused  no  little  merri- 
ment in  many  circles. 

There. is  no  mention  that  Hamilton  ever  aspired  to  the  Presidency, 
or  any  other. elec tive  office.  Together  with  Madison  and  Jay,  he  pub- 
lished a. series-  of  essays  known  as  "The  Federalist  Papers,"  which  had 
a great  influence  in  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  Hamilton  became 
and  remained  the  titular  head  of  the  Federalist  Party.  In  1896  he 
opposed  Adams,  a fellow  party  member,  and  threw  his  support  to 'Jeffer- 
son--a  Republican.  During  1800  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Aaron  Burr  tied 
in  the  electoral  vote,  and  the  contest  went  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  decision.  Again  Hamilton  deserted  the  Party's  standard 
bearer,  and  supported  Jefferson  who  won  the  Presidency.  Burr  was 
elected  Vice-President.  During  the  next  few  years  he  was  active  in 
many . campaigns  and’  projects,  running  roughshod  over  the  opposition. 

Yet  it  is  reported,  he  found  time  to  tarry  in  the  boudoirs  of  wives  of 
some  of  the  prominent  political  and  social  set. 

The  breach  between  Hamilton  and  Burr  was  fanned  by  enemies  of  both 
men.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  pair  were  drawn  into  a situation 
that  demanded  they  settle  their  differences  on  the  field  of  honor,  and 
so  a*  duel  was  arranged.  They  met  on  July  11,  1804.  It  was  not  unusual 
at  such  affairs  to  have  both  parties  discharge  their  pistols  into  the 
air,  shake  hands  and  declare  satisfaction.  Some  witnesses  claim,  others 
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next  day  in 


FRN  and  Alexander  Hamilton, 

deny,  that" Hamilton  fired-'  h'is  shots 
did  not,  and  his  shot  found  the 
Wee hawk en , Hew  Jersey. 

Burr  then  retired  and  was  shunned  by  many.  He  promoted  a fantas- 
tic scheme  that  had  the  middle  west  in  a commotion  for  two  years.  He 
was  accused  of  trying  to  form  some  sort  of  independent  state  or  nation. 
Burr  was’  indicted  for  treason,  was  tried  and  acquitted.  Burr  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life  in  obscurity  and  misery.  He  died  in  1836  at  the 
age  of  eighty.  . • • 


It  seems  quite  in  keeping  with  the  mixed  up  life  of  Hamilton, 
to  examine  the  reverse  of  the  }1 0 Federal  .Reserve  Note.  Many  rag- 
pickers claim  the  flag- over  the  Treasury  building- is  flying  upside 
down.  If  you" haven't  alrady  done  so,  I suggest  you  look  at  it -closely, 
and  see  what  you  think.

(A  Proposed  Solution  to  the  "Housing"  Problem)

It  seems  that  every  time  I pick  up  "The  Rag  Picker",  vinyl  sheets 
are  taking  it  on  their  chin.  Latest  jabs  were  administered  by  Mr. 

Prank  G.  Burke  in  the  last  issue  of  "Rag  Picker"  (p.  147)?  who  des- 
cribed damage  to  his  notes  directly  attributable  to  vinyl  sheets. 

The  fact  is  that  vinyl  sheets  are  rendered  flexible  by  chemically 
unbounded  oils,  and  these  oils  do  damage  notes.  Nature,  indiscrimi- 
nately  but  faithfully  executing  her  equilibrium  laws,  causes  the 
culprit  oils  to  flow  from  the  less  absorbent  vinyl  to  the  more  ab- 
sorbent papers  (notes). 

Mr.  Burke  further  expressed  a wish  for  "Someone  to  come  up  with 
a plastic  page  that  does  not  have  this  oily  substance  in  it  . Cer- 
tainly a reasonable  request,  shared  by  many  if  not  most  paper  currency 
collectors  and  dealers.  With  thousands  if  not  millions  of  organic 
compounds  known  as  plastics  having  been  discovered,  and  with  hundreds 
if  not  thousands  of  plastics  manufacturers,  not  to  mention  numismatic 
and  philatelic  specialty  outfits  scattered  around  the  globe, ^ one  may 
well  wonder  why  somebody,  somewhere,  has  not  responded  in  a typically 
businesslike  way  by  rushing  in  and  filling  a need. 

Well,  someone  has-i  (But  not  intentionally.) 

The  sheets  I shall  shortly  describe  do  an  admirable  joo  of  fill- 
ing our  need,  but  they  are  just  a shade  off  from  being  lOO^o  ideal. 
Before  going  any  further,  let  me  explain  why  economical  rather  than 
technological  considerations  have  prevented  us  from  enjoying  our 
hobby  with  ideal  sheets.  Now,  acetate  sheets  would  be  ideal,  right? 

Of  course- -excellent  transparancy  and  all  that.  But,  did  you  ever 
try  to  "weld"  two  pieces  of  acetate  together,  as  required  ior  cheat- 
ing pockets?  I have... until  I was  blue  in  the  face.  The  sad  fact 
is  that  garden  variety,  acetate1  s melting  and  evaporating  temperatures 
are  very  close  together,  and  either  you  get  a hole,  or  no  weld.  Oh, 
they  could  produce  an  acetate  with  melting  and  evaporating  points 
further  apart,  but  that  would  put  its  costs  out  of  reach. ^ Similarly , 
glueing  would  greatly  increase  production  costs.  It  would  be  much 
easier  to  glue  acetate  to  something  else,  say  stiff  cardboard ...  but 
here  Ilm  getting  too  far  ahead  of  my  story. 

I promised  you  a solution,  but  first  we  must  understand  the 
problem.  There  are  many  factors  involved,  indeed . too ^ many  to  ram 
into  one  paragraph.  I shall  first  list  twelve  criteria  (C)  foi  ideal 
paper  currency  pages,  and  then  explain  how  the  product  I propose 
gives  satisfactory  solution  (S)  to  these  critical  problems. 

The  IDEAL  paper  currency  album  criteria  are: 

Cl.  VISIBILITY  I.  Notes  must  be  clearly  visible.  # 

02.  VISIBILITY  II.  Both  front  and  back  must  be  conveniently^ visible . 

03.  FASTENING  devices  are  taboo.  This  implies  insertion  in  pockets  . 

04.  UNIFORM  SHEET  SIZE  is  desirable  for  optimum  organization. 

05.  REARRANGING  needs  and  desires  dictate  loose-leaf  sheets. 

C6.  DISPLAYING  desires  dictate  loose-leaf  album  sheets. 

07.  ACCOMMODATION  for  a great  variety  of  note  dimensions  is  required. 

08.  SPATIAL  ECONOMY.  Loose-leaf  sheets  allow  convenient  storage  of 
relatively  expensive  notes  in  safe-deposit  boxes— without  re- 
moving notes  from  the  sheets. 

09.  FINANCIAL  8C0N0MY.  Housing  should  average  100  per  note  or  less.

Cl  2.  PROTECTION  from  dust,  dirt,  and  ordinary  humidity  is  required. 

Sheets  must  be  inert,  i.e.,  they  must  not  contain  chemicals  or 
oils  which  harm  paper.  ' . ■ 

The  sheets  I propose  are  those  made  by  Lighthouse  Publications, 
Inc.,  a German  firm  with  an  office  in  New  York,  and  the  sheets  origi 
nal  purpose  of  existence  was  to  serve  stamp  collectors.  This  is  how 
they  stack  up : 


SI  . CLEAR  ACETATE  pockets  are  more  transparent  than  vinyl. 

53.  POCKETS  are  quite  "tight",  so  notes  won't  fall  out  or  move  when 
page  is  turned. 

54.  UNIFORM  SHEET  SIZE  is  provided  by  high  quality  German  workmanship. 
All  sheets  are  the  same  size,  8|  by  11  inches,  prepunched  for  3- 
ring  binders  which  are  available  everywhere  in  the  USA. 

55.  REARxl&NGING  of  notes  either  from  one  sheet  to  another,  or  within 
the  same  sheet  is  dead  easy.  Collections  can  be  easily  updated 
after  receival  of  new  items. 

56.  DISPLAYING  can  utilize  these  sheets,  or-  notes  can  be  easily  re- 
moved for  display  purposes. 

57 . ACCOMODATION  of  ALL  notes  up  to  200mm  by  250mm  (7.8  by  10.2  inches) 
is  easy  and  elegant. 

58.  SPATIAL  ECONOMY  requirement  as  in  C8. 

_^S9.  FINANCIAL  ECONOMY.  Housing  averages  10^  per  note. 

510.  AESTHETIC  APPEAL  is  even  commented  on  by  non-numismatic  grandmoth- 
ers who  wander' into  my  shop  to  buy  a gift  or  two  for  their  yung-uns, 
as  my  store  stock  is  arranged  alphabetically  in  Lighthouse  sheets.  -* 
(Breathtakingly  -beautiful.) 

511.  EASE  OF  USAGE  is  provided  by  "almost"  flexible  pockets  glued  onto 
stiff  black  or  white  cardboard  sheets,  so  that  notes  can  be  re- 
moved with  fingers,  although  the  use  of  round-tip  stamp  tongs  is 
recommended  -for  the  less  dexterous  collectors. 

SI  2.  PROTECTION  is  as  good  as  you'd  be  likely  to  get  with  anything 
short  of  complete  lamination  in  plastic. 

Oh-ohl  Did  I forget  S2?  Not  really;  I left  it  for  last,  as 
that  is  the  part  that  is  "shade  of  from  being  100^  ideal.".  No,  you 
cannot  see  both  sides  of  a note,  as  you  would  with  vinyl  (ughi)  sheets, 
but  then  the  process  of  taking  a note  from  the  pocket  fo.  view  its  back 
involves  very  little  more  than  turning  a vinyl  pa gei  On  thfe  positive 
side,  the  opaque  background  of  cardboard  eliminates  the  confusing 
situation  of  seeing  parts  of  many  notes  in  an  album  consisting  of 
vinyl  sheets.  Indeed  the  background  highlights  the  note  being  ob- 
served. 


As  an  additional  advantage  of  these  pages,  rngry  similar,  note^  ‘ 
(e.g.  signature  varieties)  can  be  included  in  the  same  pocket.  Simi- 
larly,  a number  of  smaller  notes,  say  of  the  same  general  series r may 
be  placed  in  one  pocket  with  a slight  offset  to  further  reduce  housing 
cost  per  note. 


One  picture  being  equivalent  to  1000  words,  I would  suggest  that 
interested  collectors  write  for  a "Lighthouse  Catalog- 1 969-1 970" . 

On  page  9 of  this  catalog  bound  albums  for  holding  the  sheets  are 
offered;'  These  are  very  similar  to  the  albums  specially  imprinted 
for  ANCO.  The  loose-leaf  album  sheets  pictured  on  page  11  in  the 
Lighthouse  catalog  are  the  ones  I feel  to  be  the;  best  availabl^e 
product  for  paper  currency  collectors.

Seven  different  styles  of  pages  are  offered,  with  either  white  or 
black  cardboard  background.  There  are  pockets  on  both  sides  of  the 
sheet. 

Let  me  make  one  thing  perfectly  clear.  A page  is  one  side  of  a 
sheet.  I realize  that  "page"  is  often  equated  to  "sheet",  but  this  is 
no  excuse  for  possible  confusion  resulting  from  careless  use  of  words. 
For  example,  a lighthouse  sheet  whose  catalog  number  is  US-3S  is  one 
which  (made  for  US  collector’s,  8|  x 1 1 inches,  punched  for  3-ring 
binder)  has  3 pockets  per  one  side  of  it,  but  since  a sheet  has  two 
pages,  it  actually  has  a total  of  6 pockets.  The  S stands  for  Schwartz 
(black),  and  the  ¥ in  other  catalog  numbers  stands  for  ¥eiss  (white).

To  save  some  research  -time  for  t,;hose  PMCM  members  whose  primary 
interest  lies  in  USA  material,  I should  point  out  that  the  4 x 4 pocket 
sheets-  are  not  ideally  suited  for  Small  Size'  notes,  as  the  height  of 
these  pockets  is  less  than  the  67mm  h!eight  of  these  notes.  The  3x3 
pocket- sheets  are  recommended,  and  these-  work  admirably  also  for 
Large  Size  notes.

FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTES  AND  FEDERAL  RESERVE  BANK  NOTES

Some  confusion  exists  with  reference  to  the  difference  between 
Federal  Reserve  Notes  and  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes.  Both  of  these 
notes  came  into  existence  after  the  passage  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Act 
of  December  23,  1913. 

Of  the  original  large  size  notes  issued,  by  far  the  rarest  are 
the  F. R.  Bank  Notes,  inscribed  "National  Currency"  and  issued  by  the 
Individual  banks  within  the  F.R.  System.  The  obligation  to  pay  the 
bearer  of  these  notes  on  dema,nd  was  made  by  the  bank  of  issue  and  not 
by  the  United  States.  ; 

Two  separate  issues  were  made  in  the  la^ge  size--Series  of  1915 
and  Series  of  1918.  The  1915  issue  consisted  of  $5»  5.1 0 and  520,  and 
were  issued  only  by  the  banks  of  Atlanta,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Dallas 
and  San  Francisco.  In  the  case  of  San  Francisco,  only  55  denominations 
were  issued. 

The  Series  of  1918  included  denominations  of  r?1  , P2,  ,^5?  5lQ>  520 

and  550  and  were  issued  by  all  twelve  banks,  although  every  bank  did 
not  issue  every  denomination. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  German  dyes  for  the  ink  and  the  shortage  of 
good  linen  rags  for  the  paper,  these  notes  are  the  poorest  quality 
of  any  United  States  paper  money  ever  issued  and  are  all  very  scarce 
in  better  grades  of  condition.  Only  slightly  over  2 million  dollars 
of  the  total  issue  of  nearly  762  million  dollars  remain  outstanding.  „ 

Federal  Reserve  Notes  with  the  obligation  to  pay  borne  by  the 
U.S.  government  are  relatively  common,  being  issued  in  vast  quantities 
and  of  better  quality.  Notes  of  5 "to  jlOO  denominations  are  Series 
1914,  while  those  from  5500  to  510,000  are  Series  1198.  They  exist 
in  three  issues  from  all  twelve  banks  and  offer  almost  unlimited 
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collecting  possibilities.  They  are 
and  as  time  passes  they  will  become 
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relatively  inexpensive  and  availabl 
more  valuable  and  desirable. 


The  simplest  way  to  distinguish  between  these  notes  is  to  remember 
that  the  portraits  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes  are  in  the  center  of 
the  note , while  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes  the  portrait  is  on 
the  left  end.  • ■; 
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PROPAGANDA  CURRENCY

The  fascination  of  money  has  gripped  man  since  the  beginning.  In 
addition  to  the  actual  value  of  coins  of  the  realm,  many  other  phases 
contribute  to  this  -age-old  love  affair.  Collectors  have  different 
reasons  for  collecting  various  specialties.  Some  might  cite  scarcity, 
while  others  collect  certain  items  because  of  the  historical  lessons 
to  be  learned. 

The  field  of  psychological  warfare  and  propaganda  currency  is  one 
of  great  interest  and  fascination.  This  material  is  issued  by  a nation 
or  group  to  attempt  to  influence  or  impose  its  will  on  another  by  means 
of  the  propaganda  leaflets,  newspapers,  radio,  posters  and  other  forms 
of  communication.  When  used  in  conjunction  with  force,  psywar  opera- 
tions often  seek  to  demoralize, enemy  troops  and  attempt  to  persuade 
surrender  through  the  use  of  safe  conduct  passes. 

Money,  or  items  similar  to  money,  have  been  used  as  an  agent  by 
various  nations  in  their  propaganda  operations. 

During  the  early  years  of  No rid  War  II,  Germany  dropped  facsimiles 
of  British  one  pound  notes  over  Egypt.  The  notes  were  dropped  by  the 
luftwaffe  over  Cairo  and  Alexandria  sometime  during  1942.  On  the  back 
of  these  photo -reproduced  items  was  found  the  following  message  written 
in  Arabic:  "This  note 'was  worth  20  shillings,  but  now  not  even  a 
beggar  would  stoop  to  pick  it  up."  The  propaganda  statement  went  on 
to  say  that  the  British  pound  was  failing,  due  to  inflationary  condi- 
tions, and  that  the  British  empire  would  soon  fade  away  just  like  the 
gold  standard. 

An  item  similar  to  this  was  dropped  over  the  streets  of  Paris  in 
October  of  1943.  This  was  a cleverly  photo-reproduced  imitation  of  an 
American  one  dollar  bill.  Although  at  first  glance  this ^counterfeit 
appeared  to  be  a gift  from  the  heavens,  the  note  was  in  fact  a long 
thin  strip  of  paper  that  had  been  folded  to  approximate  the  dimensions 
of  a genuine  bank  note.  When  the  bill  was  opened  up,  vicious  Nazi 
anti-semitic  propaganda  was  revealed.  The  note  contained  the  following 
message:  "The  minister  of  the  United  States  treasury  is  the  Jew,  Mor- 

genthau  Junior,  allied  to  the  big  Larks  of  international  finance.  All 
the  Jewish  symbols  figure  on  this  dollar:  the  eagle  of- Israel,  the 
triangle,  the  eye  of  Jehova,  the  thirteen  letters  of  the  device,  stars 
of  the  halo,  arrows,  olive  branches  and  steps  of  the  unfinished . pyramid 
This  money  is  certainly  Jewish  1 This  dollar  is  only  valid  if  signed. 
This  dollar  has  paid  for  the  Jewish  war.  The  only  message  the  Anglo- 
Americans  are  able  to  address  to  us  is--will  the  dollar  be  enough  to 
compensate  us  for  the  sorrows  caused  by  the  Jewish  war?  Money  has  no 

smell,  but  the  Jew  has  one!" 

Germany  was  not  the  only  nation  using  facsimiles  of  bank  notes  in 
its  psywar  operations.  The  following  comments  appeared  in  the  March, 
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1964  issue  of  "The  Palling  Leaf "--a  quarterly  publication  of  the 
land-based  Psychological  Warfare  Society: 


Eng- 


"I  have  been  told  by  an  ex- PAP  pilot-  that  on  one  occasion  he  had  m 
to  sign  for  several  parcels  as  they  were  being  loaded  on  his  aircraft. 
Over  the  target,  the  parcels  were  opened  and  found  to  contain  piles 
of  German  money.  The  pilot  cannot  recall  the  value  of  the  money,  but 
it  was  most  certainly  the  50rPeichpf ennig.  notes  for  the  German  army. 
These  noire  s 'were  worthless  to  civilians,  being  used  by  the  military 
in  canteens  and  in  the  barracks*  The  money  was  not  a pure  facsimile 
though,  since  the  reverse  side-  had  four  verses  of  political  propaganda, 
indicating  the  source  and  proving  their  lack  of  value. " 


There  were  other  attempts  i’n  addition.  The  British  dropped  a 
quantity  of  forged  Japanese  ten  dollar  occupation  banknotes  over 
Malaya  during  1944.  These  notes  carried  the  following  message: 
"Japanese  money  and  Japan  will  be  finished  soon."  The  United  States 
forces  liberating  the  Philippines  dropped  captured  10-peso  notes  with 
an  overprinted  message,  "The  co-prosperity  sphere:  what  is  it  worth?" 


With  the  sudden  invasion  of  South  Korea  by  Communist  forces  in 
June  of  1950,  propaganda  money  was  once  again  used.  The  United  Nations 
forces  dropped  imitation  bills  with  inscriptions  in  English,  Korean 
and  Chinese.  These  were  mostly  in  the  form  of  safe  conduct  passes. 

One  of  the  bills  carried  the  following  message:  "Attention  UN  soldiers. 
This  certificate  guarantees  good  treatment  to  any  Chinese  or  North 
Korean  soldier  desiring  to  cease  fighting.  Take  this  man  to  your 
nearest  officer  and  treat  him  as  an  honorable  prisoner  of  war.  Mark 
V.  Clark,  Commander-in-Chief,  United  Nations  forces." 


Since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  many  anti -Communist  leaflets  have  P 
been  sent  to  eastern  Europe  by  balloon.  These  items  often  contained 
a facsimile  of  a Russian  100  ruble  note  on  the  front  and  a propaganda 
message  in  Russian  on  the  .back.  These  were  meant  for  East  Germany 
at  first,  but  when  the  balloons  caught  a good  wind  they  often  floated 
all  the  way  to  Poland,  and  possibly  Russia.  These  .items  are  supposed 
to  have  their  origin  in  private  anti-Communist  organizations  such  as 
The  American  Crusade  for  freedom,  but  who  can  say  for  sure? 

There  have  also  been  reports  of  20-mark  notes  being  dropped  over 
eastern  Europe  with  the  propaganda  message,  "Comrades l All  money 
circulated  begins  and  ends  in  Moscow.  Because  of  this,  protest  notes 
are  coming,  and  our  bank  notes  are  going.  We  must  say  goodbye  to 
them  before  we  have  time  to  hear  them  rustle  in  our  pay  envelopes. 
Through  the  help  of  our  Soviet  friends  the  east-mark  value  has  come 
to  a standstill  where  swindle  is  unavoidable.  How  easy  the  appear- 
ance can  lie,  and  this  bank  note  as  well.  It  is  not  worth  more  than 
sound  and  smoke." 


The  United  States  in  conjunction  with  Vietnamese  officials  has 
been  dropping  money-like  leaflets  over  North  Vietnam  with  the  follow- 
ing message:  "Participate  in  the  three  readys--ready  to  stop  invasion 
in  the  south  advocated  by  the  Worker's  party;  -ready  to  get  back  the 
rice  that  the  Worker1 s party  traded  with  the  Chinese  Communists  for 
weapons;  ready  to  refuse  all  misfortunes  that  the  Worker's  party 
compels  the  population  to  suffer  in  order  to  wage  an  aggressive  war 
in  the  south."  I imagine; the  Worker's  Party  is  another  name  for  the  0 
Communist  party  in  North  Vietnam.  A rose  by  any  other  name-?

The  eleventh  edition  of  Somer  James’  ITThe  Guide  Book  of  1 670^f^70 
Canadian  Coins,  Paper  Currency,  and  Tokens"  which  wa-s  rel£=uaed  on 
November  20,  1969?  is  greatly  enlarged  in  comparison  with  ths-.laet 
edition,  and  should  be  in  the  library  of  all  interested  in  GS^ctdian 
coins,  tokens  and  paper  currency. 

The  new  edition  contains  a number  of  new  features  among  which 
are:  an  increase  of  fifty-two  pages  over  the  last  edition;  an 
increase  in  page  size  to  5i  by  8i  giving  wider  margins;  the  addition 
of  a column  for  pricing  of  proof  specimens  where  known;  a completely 
re-written  and  greatly  expanded  section  on  Canadian  banknotes;  a ' 
section  on  definitions  and  abbreviations  enlarged  by  six  new  pages  of 
terms;  a three  page  descriptive  listing  of  pattern  coins  with  valua- 
tions for  Canada,  Newfoundland,  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia;  a 
longer  listing  showing  more  dates  for  proof  and  specimen  sets;  an 
enlarged  listing  of  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  tokens;  a listing  of  counter- 
feit coins;  a listing  of  the  various  metals  for  the  British  Columbia 
,510.00  and  J20.00  coins  of  1862;  a grading  system  for  banknotes;  the 
listing  and  pricing  of  asterisk  banknotes; _ and  a greatly  expanded  . 
section  with  photographs  on  Canada’s  Chartered  banknotes  and  Canada’s 
broken  and  defunct  .banknotes. 

Seventy-six  pages  are  devoted  to  banknotes  and  the  remainder  of 
the  168  page  book  is  devoted  to  coins  and  tokens.  The  book  is  thus  the 
best  source  of  data  for  collectors  of  Canadian  banknotes.'' 

The  features  of  the  previous  edition  a^e  in  the  present  edition 
and  include  pricing  for  all  coins  and  banknotes  from  fair  or  good 
through  uncirculated  and  where  applicable  proof  condition;  mintage 
figures  for  all  decimal  coins;  photographs  of  all  type  coins  and  en- 
larged photos  showing  the  important  die  varieties;  an  index  for  tokens 
and  also  a subject,  index;  a wire  spiral  binding  which  allows  the  book 
to  lie  flat  when  6pen;  a complete  listing  with  valuation  of  all  tokens 
included  in  P.  N.  Breton’s  book  and  some  that  are  not;  a listing  of 
all  decimal  coins  for  Canada,  Newfoundland,  New  Brunswick  and  Nova 
Scotia;  an  illustrated  grading  guide;  and  the  use  of  Yeoman  numbers 
for  all  type  coins.

The  contents  of  the  fourth  edition  of  Neil  Shafer's-  "A  Guide  Book 
of  Modern  United  States  Currency"  have  been  extensively  revised  to 
incorporate  a detailed  31  page  presentation  of  U.S/  Military  Payment 
Certificates.  The  first  edition  of  this  reference,  work  was  released 
in^the  early  part  of  1965?-  and  this  revision  represents  the  first 
major  revision  of  the  work  .since  that  time.  ~ • 


The  basic  volume  furnishes  the  complete  story  of  the  small  size 
currency  issues  beginning  with  the  first  release  in  1929  through  the 
succeeding  forty  years.  ’ All  denominations,  from  one  through  100,000 
dollars,  and  all  obligations  are  cataloged  using  the  Donlon  currency 
numbering  system. 

All  notes  a^e  listed  by  series,  date  and  Treasurer-Secretary  sig- 
natures, with  notations  of  the  numbers  of  notes  printed  appended. 
Valuations  are  provided  for  each .listing,  in  up  to  four  grades  of 
preservation  ranging  from  fine  to  new  or  uncirculated  condition.  Each 
note  type  -is  illustrated  adjacent  to  the  catalog  entries. 

The  new  MPC  section  likewise  presents  a complete  illustrated 
catalog  of  these  issues  used  by  the  U.S.  military  overseas,  and  not 
negotiable  in  the  United  States  itself.  Again,  all  notes  are  listed 
by  series  numbers  and  denomination,  with  notations  on  the  number  of  ^ 
notes  printed.  In  this  section  valuations  are  generally  appended  in 
five  grades  of  preservation  ranging  from  good  to  new. 

A total  of  twelve  distinctively  different  designs,  have  been 
unveiled  since  the  first  offering  of  MPC 1 s in  1946.  Used  in  an  effort 
to  minimize  the  black  market  operations  of  military  men  based  in 
countries  where  the  economic  condition  is  unstable,  the  MPC ' s are 
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interesting  and  colorful  departures  from  normal  United  States  currency 
notes . 

Like  the  notes  of  many  nations,  MPC ’ s vary  in  size  according  to 
their  face  value.  The  notes  are  also  rendered  in  varying  pastel  colors. 
The  designs  and  colorations  of  the  currency  have  been  changed  so  many 
times— twelve  times  in  twenty-three  years,  in  an  effort  to  combat 
counterfeiting  and  illegal  monetary  operations. 

Also  introduced  for  the  first  time  in  Shafer’s  fourth  edition  is 
a special  chapter  which  explores  the  subject  of  Phillipine  paper  money 
issued  under  United  States  sovereignty.  This  presentation  summarizes 
four  basic  types  of  currency  issued  during  this  1903  to  '194-9  period-- 
a subject  which  has  been  fully  explored  by  the  author  in  his  companion 
work,  "A  Guide  Book  of  Philippine  Paper  Money." 


The  160  page,  hard-bound  volume  is  liberally  illustrated,  and  has 
been  held  at  the  same  $2.00  suggested  retail  price  as  the  previous 
edition.

Do  you  know  that  many  bank  cheques  were  used  as  legal  currency 
during  the  Mexican  revolution  of  1914-  due  to  the  lack  of  Federal  issue? 
In  many  cases  the  validity  of  these  cheque  notes  was  more  sound  than  - 
the  existing  currency.  They  were  emergency  issues  to  meet  the  demand- 
and  need  of  the  time.  One  typical  special  series  was  issued  in  several 
denominations  by  the  Banco  de  la  Laguna  de  Coahuila  of  Torreon.  Do 
you  have  a bank  cheque  note  in  your  collection? 

Do  you  know  that  the  Negociacion  de  Minas  de  Topias  currency  notes 
of  Durango,  Mexico  of  1914  show  both  the  c,entavo  value  and  the  reales 
value?  A fine  treatise  in  the  monetary  ratio  seldom  seen  on  currency. 

Do  you  know  that  the  1 peso  and  50  pesos  currency  notes  of  La 
Tesoreria  General  Estados  de  Oaxaca,  Mexico  were  printed  on  ledger  or 
notebook  paper?  The  blue  and  red  lines  used  in  the  standa?'d  ledger 
are  quite  prominent  on  the  currency,  both  horizontal  and  vertical. 

This  same  series  of  notes  of  1914  has  another  oddity.  The  20  pesos 
currency  note  was  printed  on  cloth-backed  paper.  Do  you  have  a cloth 
note  in  your  collection? 

Do  you  know  that  Pancho  Francisco  Villa’s  name  appears  on^ his 
first  issue' of  paper  currency  in  1913?  He  was  the  famous  bandito  . 
General  and  for  a time  was  in  control  of  the  Mexican  government.  Villa’ 
notes  varied  in  size  according  to  the  value  and  the. larger  notes  were 
called  "Sabanas"  or”Sabanas  de  Villa",  translated  to  bed  sheets.  The 
50  and  100  peso  notes  measured  4x8  inches-!  How  would -you  like  to 
carry  a wallet  this  size? 

Do  you  know  that  the  "School  of  Arts"  at  Toluca,  Mexico  designed 
and  printed  currency  notes  during  the  revolution  of  1915?  They  are 
the  Estado  Libre  y Soberano  de  Mexico,  20-50  centavos  and  the  one  peso. 
They  are  not  finely  detailed  as  no  doubt  they  were  an  emergency  issue 
designed  and  lithographed  rather  rapidly  for  immediate  release.  The 
school  name  appears  at  the  bottom  of  the  note  on  the  obverse. 
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Do  you  know- that  many  Mexican  currency  notes  were  redeemable  in

It  appears  that 
every  feather  facet  on  the  eagle  is  distinct,  a very  fine  detailed 
etching  and  a splendid  conversation  piece.  Of  all  the  emblems,  I 
believe  these  a^e  the  most  outstanding. 
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Do  you  know  that  the  states  of  Provisional  Mexico  issued  fraction- 
al currency  in  the  form  and  size  of  our  cinema  tickets?  They  were 
called  Oartones  and  were  frowned  upon  by  the  Federal  government. 

Their  issuance  was  due  to  the  scarcity  of  metals  to  issue  coinage 
during  the  Revolution  period.  Similar  oartones  were  adopted  by  the 
Trans via  or  street  cars,  and  by  many  other  types  of  private  businesses 
such  as  cantinas,  rancheros,  hacienda  tokens,  army  script  and  various 
private  issues.  One  of  the  most  valuable  and  scarce  is  the  Ed  Mex, 

5 centavo  piece  of  hard  grey  thick  cardboard  in  the  shape  of  a coin 
and  it  circulated  freely.  Extra  fine  pieces  are  difficult  to  locate. 
Wouldn’t  it  be  interesting  to  have  a' cartone  companion  piece  compar- 
able to  you-*'  coins  of  the  Revolution? 

Do  you  know  that  a splendid  replica  of  an  8 reales,  both  obverse 
and  reverse  appear  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  El  Banco  Bacional  de 
Mexico  1 peso  currency  note,  circa  1900?  The  coin  is  full  size  dated 
1801  MO-MH.  The  obverse  of  the  coin  is  super  imposed  upon  1/5  of  the 
reverse,  but  does  not  interfere  with  a good  display  of  the  coin.  It 
would  make  a splendid  conversation  piece  comparable  to  an  identical 
8 reales  in  your  collection.  The  obverse  of  the  note  is  with  other 
attractions,  such  as  a splendid  picture  of  an  old  time  wood  burning 
locomotive  complete  in  detail  as  only  the  American  Bank  Botes  can 
illustrate . 


Do  you  know  that  Mexico  issued  two  Commemorative  currency  notes 
in  1910,  celebrating  IOC  years  of  independence  from  Spain?  They  are 
the  5 and  10  pesos  notes  issued  by  El  Banco  Minero  of  Chihuahua.  They 
are  scarce  as  the  reverse  is  printed  in  three  vertical  solid  colors 
of  the  flag--red,  white  and  green.  The  white  is  overprinted  with  an 
emblem  similar  to  the  obverse  of  a 8 reales  but  without  legend,  just 
the  Liberty  Cap  and  Rays  only.  Their  scarcity  is  due  to  the  limited 
issue  of  release  and  thus  they  have  become  a scarce  collectors  item 
in  any  condition  and  are  much  in  demand.

Paper  money  is  rolling  off  the  government  presses  for  the  first 
time  in  Mexico's  history. 

A brand  new  government  mint  has  just  gone  into  operation  at 
Mexico  City,  and  is  busily  churning  out  the  first  batches  of  newly 
designed  banknotes. 

The  printing  of  paper  money  in  Mexico  actually  is  not  new-- just 
the  legality  of  it.  During  the  more  turbulent  days  of  the  Revolution 
a half-century  ago,  a do.zen  generals  and  states  printed  their  own 
money  to  finance  their  disparate  activities.  The  situation  led  most 
people  to  put  their  faith  only  in  gold  and  silver  coins,  which  have 
been  made  there  continuously  since  1536  when  the  first  mint  in  the 
New  World  was  founded  in  Mexico  City. 

When  the  Revolution  subsided,  the  government  turned  to  the  ultra 
security  conscious  American  Bank  Bote  Company  of  Bew  York,  which  had 
begun  printing  money  for  Mexico  in  the  19th  Century.

Mexico  was  never  happy  about  its  necessary-evil  relationship  with 
. American  -Bank  Mote,  however,  and  it  was  with  undi-sguised  joy  that

• Cancellation  of  the'  American  Bank  Mote  (the  money  maker  of  Mall 
Street)  contract  will  save  the  government  more  than  |2  million  annu- 
ally. But  even  more  important,  Finance  Minister  Antonio  Ortiz  Mena 
noted,  the  action  is  a further 'indication  of  Mexico’s  stability  and 
the  soundness  of  the  peso.

A most  interesting  and  fascinating  study  in  early  paper  money  is 
of  various  issues  by  the  Mormons.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  many  old time 
collectors  are  surprised  to  learn  such  money  actually  existed. 

The  first  monetary  endeavors  of  the  Mormons  began  in  1836  at 
Kirtland,  Ohio.  A bank  charter  was  applied  for  under  the  name  of 
Kirtland  Safety  Society.  During  the  interim  period,  engraved  plates 
were  produced  and  bank  notes  were  printed  in  100,  50,  20,  10,  5?  3?  2 
and  one-dollar  denominations  by  Underwood  Bald  Spencer  & Huffy  of  New 
York  & Philadelphia.  Everything  was  set  for  doing  business  when  the 
bank  charter  was  denied- because  of  inadequate  gold  and  silver  backing 
for  the  money.  When  an  appeal  was  also  denied,  the-i Mormon  organiza- 
tion formed  the  Kirtland  Safety  Society  Anti-Banking  Company  and  pro- 
ceeded to  do- business.  It  was  evinced  that  bank  notes  of  all  denomi- 
nations were  printed  and  circulated  through  March  of  1837?  though 
Anti-Banking  notes  have  been  found  only  in  three,  two  and  one-dollar 
denominations.  ...  ' 

The  "Bank"  did  poorly,  primarily  because  the  notes  were  not 
accepted  in  other  areas,  probably  because  their  assets  were  inflated 
with  over-valued  land.  Then  came  the  most  serious  development  wherein 
Joseph  Smith  and  Sidney  Rigdon,  as  officers  of  the  Kirtland  "Anti- 
Banking"fac ility , were  arrested  and  charged  with  violation  of  Ohio 
State  Banking  laws..  The  doors  of  the  "bank"  were  closed  in  the  spring 
of  1837,  and  both  Smith  and  Rigdon  fled  the  state  because  of  threats 
and  violence  in  their  own  ranks. 

The  next  form  of  Mormon  currency  was  Nauvoo  House  Association 
stock  issues,  sold  among  the  Mormon  people  to  finance  the  hotel,  and 
transferable  by  endorsement.  These  are  known  to- have ‘been  used  as  a 
medium  of  exchange. 

Kirtland.  Safety  Society  Banknotes 

The  >1 00  denomination  of  the  Kirtland  Safety  Society  Bank  is  extremely 
rare.  It -was  issued  March  9?  1837  to  bearer.  The  specimen  of  this 
note  that  I have  seen  was  issued  to,  0.  Pratt--one  of  the  original  L.D. 

S.  twelve  apostles,  and  signed  by  Joseph  Smith,  Jr.,  founder  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon),  and  3.  Rigdon, 
president  of  the  bank.  The  engraved  vignette  in  the  center  of  the 
note  depicts  our  forefathers  gathered  around  a table  where  they  signed 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.

The  JIO  note  signed  by  Smith  and  Rigdon,  was  issued  in  1837.  The  center 
vignette  shows  a boy  relaxing  by  harvested  wheat. 

The  ;J5  note,  same  signatures  and  date  of  issue,  bears  a center  vignette 
featuring  a boy  and  his  dog  relaxing  in  the  forest. 

The  33  note  has  a vignette  picturing  an  ea^ly'  train  with  ships  and 
a factory  in  the  background-.

"Anti"  before  "Bank"  plus  "ing  Go."  following  the  word  "Bank".  Rigdon 
and  Smith  signed  the  issues,  and  again  a specimen  I ha.ve  seen  has  the 
signatures  reversed  for  president  and  cashier. 

The  ,p2  note  is  the  same  as  that  used  for  the  Kirtland  Safety  Society  -V 
Bank,  with  the  addition  of  the  extra  wording.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
Si  note  the  added  wording  is  comparitively  difficult  to  see  as  com- 
pared with  the  three-dollar  denomination. 

Nau jroo  House  Assoc iation  Stock  Issue 

A . :§50  * First  Series  stock  issue  issued  in  1841  was  signed  by  John 
Snider  as  Secretary  and  George  Miller  as  president. 

An  uncut  sheet  of  550  and  5100  Second  series  of  the  Nauvoo  House 
Association  was  printed  by  J.  T.  Hammond  of . St.  Louis.  This  extremely 
rare  pair  of  notes  is  elaborately  engraved  showing  on  the  550  denomi- 
nation a woman  with  shield  soaring  on  an  eagle  and  George  Washington  r. 
to  the  right.  On  the  5100  note  a picture  of  Minerva,  goddess  of  wis- 
dom, is  shown  on  a shield,  supported  by  an  angel  and  child.  A steam- 
boat on  the  river  is  shorn  to  the  lower  right.  ■ 

It  is  believed  the  Mormons  issued  some  form  of  script  when  they 
were  in  Nauvoo,  but  none' is  known  to  exist  at  this  time.
